The refusal of Alfred P Sloan, 
Jr., president of General Motors 
corporation, to meet with automo­ 
tive strike leaders at the request of 
Secretary Perkins brought rebukes 
Tuesday from President Roosevelt 
and the Secretary of Labor. 
Miss Perkins had requested Sloan, 
officials of the United Automobile 
Workers of America, which called 
the strikes, and John L. Lewis, head 
I 
of the committee for industrial or­ 
ganization 
and 
director 
of 
the 
strikes, to meet with her in Wash­ 
ington today "without condition or ; 
prejudice.” 
President Roosevelt said at his 
press conference that he “was not 
I 
only disappointed in the refusal of 
Mr. Sloan to come down here but 
I regarded it as a very unfortunate 
decision on his part." 
Secretary Perkins told newsmen 
that the large automotive corpora­ 
tion “has failed in its public duty," 
made a "great mistake" and disre­ 
garded the "moral challenge” result­ 
ing from the strike. 
Sloan’s letter to tile labor secre­ 
tary declining to attend the meet­ 
ing said General Motors could not 
see its way clear to meet with the 
union as long us “sit-down” strikers 
continue to occupy its plants. Two 
Fisher Body plants at Flint, Mich­ 
igan, have been held by strikers 
since December 30, 
Ten Chevrolet plants in Indiana 
and Michigan called employes burk 
to work today, and three Fisher 
body plant* in Michigan are to re­ 
open Thursday.

With Tibbett During Rehearsal 


(Juisseppi Sterzini, Chorus Master, Dies After Being; W ound­ 
ed Accidentally by Barytone W hile Practic­ 
ing for Opera “Ccponsacchi.'* 


New York, Jan. 27 (AP*. 
Gui- 
sseppe Sterzini. chorus master of the 
Metropolitan Grand Opera company, 
died in a hospital here Tuesday, a 
few hours after being accidentally 
wounded in a mock battle with Law­ 
rence Tibbett, during rehearsal for 
the opera "Caponsacehi." 
Lawrence Evans. Tib butt's m ana­ 
ger, said the famous barytone told 
him of the death shortly before leav­ 
ing for Newark. New' Jersey, where 
he was .singing Tuesday night. 
Tibbett. Evans said, told him Ster­ 
zini received what appeared to be a 
slight scratch on the left hand dur­ 
ing one of the more strenuous mo­ 
ments of the opera. 
The singer, his manager related, 
urged Sterzini to have th** w mud 
dressed, but the chorus master, he 
said, brushed the suggestion aside 
with a remark that the wound was 
trivial. 
He died after being taken to a 
hospital. 
Evans also revealed that Tibbett, 
famous both as a movie and an op­ 
era singer, had also been cut on the 
hand during rehearsals of the op­ 
era. 
His wound also was consid­ 
ered trivial and he failed to have it 
dressed. 
He suffered no ill effects. 
Tibbett, Evans said, was greatly 
distressed when he learned of the 
chorus master’s death, but had de­ 
termined to go to Newark rather 
than disappoint his audience there. 
Sterzini. 50. who sang second bass, 
was rehearsing early Tuesday after­ 
noon when he was injured. 
After

treated by a private physician, who 
ordered his removal to the hospital.

UST at the time when business and industry are 
emerging from the depression . . . when re-em­ 


p lo y m e n t by the railroads, industries, farms and 
business of Pennsylvania shows that recovery is on 
the way . . . two hills are before the Pennsylvania 
Legislature which threaten a disastrous blow at the 
hopeful forces that are va orbing tow ard better times. 


These are (I) the so-called "Full Crew” bill, in 
reality an Excess Crew bill, which arbitrarily adds 
men to train crews where they are not needed, and 
(2) tile Train Limit bill which would reduce the 
length of trains to sizes uneconomic and wasteful 
under modern railroad practice. 


T hese proposals arc disguised as safety measures. 
As a matter of fact, readily provable, they will not 
adv ance railroad safety. Statistics show that during 
the past ten years, as trains have been lengthened, 
speeds increased, and modern motive power and 
equipm ent introduced, railroad operation has 
become progressively safer. 


Under the excess crew hill an additional brakeman 
would ride in the caboose of a freight train along 
with the conductor and rear brakeman. Ile would 
have nothing to do. Such an excess man is no more 
necessary than an extra operator oil an elevator, 
or ail extra man behind a plow. 


The "Train Limit” hill would increase the number 
of trains now operating and it is easy enough to 
see that this would add to rather than decrease the 
possibility of employee hazards. To limit the size of 
freight trains would automatically scrap equipment 
designed and built for efficient and economical dis- 
tribution of the products of Pennsylvania's mines, 
farms and shops. It would nullify the great advances 
iii operating methods which have developed an im­ 
proved service to meet the pub­ 
lic needs in a highly competi­ 
tive field. It would set railroad 
transportation hack 20 years. 


Naturally, should the two hills 
becom e law , th e im m ed iate 
effect will he an increase in 
train service employment.

The enactment of this legislation would mean an 
estimated additional cost of 171,600,000 annually 
to the railroads of Pennsylvania . . . cost which 
inevitably would be reflected iii higher rates. 
Such basic industries as coal and steel would he 
seriously affected by any unjustifiable freight rate 
increase on raw' materials and finished products. 
I bis would he true also of all other industries. 
Increased transportation cost would tend to en­ 
courage certain industries to move to other states.

Build 300-Mile Dike to 
Fight Flood Threat 
In Valley. 


Further E x t e n s i v e 
Rise Not Expected 
By Weather 
Expert. 
(By tho Associated Pre*-) 
A great, quiet fight to strengthen 
the already strained levees of the 
Mississippi—gravely threatened by 
the history-ma king hoed on the 
Ohio river—was being waged Tues­ 
day night as the outlook in the 
hard-hit Ohio valley brightened. 
Altogether 
the 
floods—reaching 
from the upper Ohio to the deep 
south—had taken more than 130 
lives, made an estimated 750,000 
homeless, caused property damage 
placed at more than $300,000,000. 
It was, said Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, national chairman of the 
Red Cross, ‘"the greatest emergency 
the nation and the R?d Cross have 
faced since the World War.” 
Build 300-Mile Dike 
Along the Mississippi, where a dis­ 
trict engineer for the United States 
army at Memphis had predicted the 
worst flood of all time, men were 
ordered to build a solid sandbag- 
backed wall of planks stretching 
300 miles or more from New Madrid. 
Missouri, down to Louisiana. 
At the New Orleans tip of the 
great river, W. P. McDonald, of the 
United States Weather bureau, said 
the oncoming waters were expected 
to send the Mississippi at that city 
to twenty-one feet—four ft et above 
flood stage—or as high as in the 
great flood of 1927. 
And this estimate, he said, was 
based on "normal rainfalls here­ 
after and levee lines maintained in- j 
tact.” 
A fifty-five foot stage for Mem­ 
phis, some ten feet above the 1927 
high, had been predicted by en­ 
gineers. Between Cairo, Illinois, and 
Memphis the levees range in height 
from five to ten feet above the 19-/ 
flood stages. 
Louisville Harr! Hit 
Other official forecasts were for a 
fifty-seven foot crest at Natchez. 
Mississippi, eleven feet above flood 
stage and for 45.5 at Baton Rouge. : 
Alabama, where flood stage is thirty- 
five feet. 
Louisville, where Ohio river flood 
w-ater covered thirty square miles, 
was without lights or transportation 
and faced a water shortage. Cincin­ 
nati was a vast lake, except for its 
seven hills, its power curtailed and 
its industry paralyzed. 
Evansville, Indiana, and Ports­ 
mouth. Ohio, were being evacuated 
Trains and buses moved northward 
through southern Indiana with ref­ 
ugees. In some sections of Paducah. 
Kentucky, water stood six feet deep. , 
There came reassurance, however. 
Expects River to Fall 
At Cincinnati, Meteorologist W. 
C Devereaux expressed hope that 
the flood crest had passed and that 
with favorable conditions a steady 
fall would continue. 
Louisville’s mayor, told by Meteor­ 
ologist J. L. Kendall that a stage cf 
50.9— 28.9 feet above flood stage— 
would be pushed up only by a few 
inches, exclaimed: 
‘ We've made it then. Our relief 
facilities are working fine " 
Fit-, s in the city's flooded indus­ 
trial districts which broke out. how­ 
ever, complicated matters. 
Of the flood, Portsmouth, Ohio, 
officials cried jubilantly: 
“We’ve got it whipped!” 


Louisville. Jan. 27 <AP>. — J. L.
